EDITORIAL 


THE SUPREME COURT AND LIBERTY 


IT 1S ON SIDE OF THE ANGELS BUT HAS NOT YET INSPIRED CONFIDENCE AND RESPECT 


Practically every generation of free men has the task not only 
of defending its liberty, but also of defining it. The most au- 
thoritative American definition is the Bill of Rights in the 
Constitution, But none of the rights there named is absolute 
or unconditional, as is evidenced by the constitutionality of 
libel and obscenity statutes {constitutional when this i: 
of Lire went to press). These conditions on our rights must 
be constantly reviewed and freshly applied, especially by our 
Supreme Court. 

In recent weeks the Warren Court (see pp. 33-36) has ad- 
dressed itself to this task of definition on a heroic scale. Last 
week's decisions almost caused professional liberals to declare 
a national holiday; some even talked of joining the Republi- 
can party. It is indeed exciting to see the Bill of Rights so 
boldly used and championed; and it is a fortunate age and 
nation that can conduct its struggle for liberty with lawyers’ 
briefs instead of Molotov cocktails. The Court deserves ap- 
plause for making an issue of the Bill of Rights and of itself. 

Why then do these deci: so much dismay, in 
of the nation’s most prominent 
Why Have some of them produced such harsh dis- 
ents? Wi hy do some of these dissents—Clark’s in the Cali- 
fornia Communists case, for example, or Harlan’s in the 
Konigsberg case—sound so much more convincing to so 
many laymen than the majority opinions?

The answers will disclose at least two grounds on which 
sober friends of the Bill of Rights can refuse to join the lib- 
eral torchlight processions. The first is the quality of the re- 
cent decisions by the standards of the judicial art. Lawyers 
accuse this Court of disrespect both for precedent and for 
precision. It sometimes goes beyond what it is asked to ad- 
judicate (as the winning lawyer admits it did in the Watkins 
ease) and at other times ducks a central issue on which it is 
divided (such as the question of what constitutes member- 
ship and affiliation in the Communist party). Even those who 
are pleased by its decisions are frequently befuddled by their 
wording. It has shown an unorthodox readiness to usurp 
jury functions by passing on questions of fact (as in the 
case of the California Communists). Instead of precedent, 
it leans on sociology and public opinion; it overrules itself 
without making the law an 
dictable. “We lawyers don

reflection on the Warren Court. 

The Court could have avoided much of this eri m by 
practicing more “judicial restraint,” i.e., agreeing whenever 
possible with the precedents, with Congress and with the 
lower courts. But “never volunteer” is an unbecoming rule 
for the Supreme Court of the U.S., whose powers are unique 
in the world. As John Marshall proved, it sometimes has the 
duty of asserting its right of review boldly and creatively, 
and of carrying Jaw into the neighboring field of statecraft. 
The Court is at its best when it upsets (or re-establishes) 
precedent in a way that clarifies a great principle of law or 
justice underlying our whole society. The unanimous opin- 
ion in the segregation case did that. The more recent cases 
do not. Like a capricious series of Roman candles, they flare 
briefly in the sky without illuminating the legal and constitu- 
tional landscape in which we live. Indeed the larger ground 
for criticizing this Court is not that it is “political,” but that 
it is not political enough; not too prone to change, but too in- 
nocent of some real changes that have actually occurred. 


‘The immediate beneficiaries of many recent decisions are 
Communists. That in itself should not disturb any ‘riend of 
democracy; on the contrary, the whole point avout the Bill 
of Rights is that anyone can invoke it, and whoever wins a 
case for himself may have won it for all of us. The Smith 
Act, an awkward law which more obviously needs amending 
every time this Court interprets it, is necessarily challenged 
chiefly by Communists, who are its target. There is also much 
truth in a current bleat from fellow-traveler Corliss Lamont, 
who is suing Secretary of State Dulles for a passport because 
% ectable Republican or Presbyterian has stepped Yor- 
ward to make a court test of the matter [restrictions on the 
right to travel]. So I’m afraid it’s up to me.” 

But what one misses in the decisions, no matter who wins 
them, is some clear judicial recognition that the Commu- 
nist problem has become part of the new problem of free- 
dom, its definition and conditions. The Supreme Court does 
not usher us into a new era by now reasserting a simplistic 
Victorian version of the Bill of Rights, as though the whole 
Communist issue were nothing more than a bad dream, There 
a problem in legal philosophy here. Communists are still 
the most serious exception in our history to the other- 
wise soundly optimistic assumption on which American self= 
government is based, namely that most human beings will 
try to be as honest and rational as they conveniently can. 
Since Communists try to be as dishonest as suits their irra- 
tional purpose, their access to the protection of the laws 
raises a fundamental problem of the survival of U.S. self- 
government. If the U.S. Communist party looks like a rather 
moth-eaten menace today, that is at least partly because the 
executive and legislative branches of the government, along 
with the lower courts, the press and the public, have been 
struggling hard with this very problem for the last 10 or 
more years. The Smith Act, the congressional investigations, 
the Hiss and Rosenberg cases, the loyalty procedures, the 
internal security laws, are not only facts of life but wound 
stripes on an older, tougher and wiser body politic, 


Instead of earning its own stripes by wrestling with the 
same problem, the Court often displays the most lamentable 
irginity about Communism. In the Konigsberg case, for ex- 
ample, in which the Court overruled California's refusal to 
admit him to its bar, Konigsberg’s refusal to answer questions 
about Communist party membership was held to be irrelevant 
to the question of his moral character or of whether he be- 
lieves in the forceful overthrow of the government or not. If 
the Court really wants to read a novel Right of Silence into 
the First Amendment’s right of free speech (as it also seems 
to do in the Watkins and Sweezy cases), it had better ground 
its reasoning on a more knowledgeable appraisal of Commu- 
nism than that. 

‘As Warren has written, one of the strengths of our legal 
system is its adaptability to changing circumstances and new 
knowledge. The Supreme Court has a double duty: to keep 
that changing system (as Pollock put it) “in harmony with 
the enlightened common sense of the nation,” and also to 
keep it (and thereby keep also our “common sense”) in touch 
with the eternal principles of justice which it alone, among 
all the world’s courts, is most competent to declare. Bill of 
Rights cases offer a special opportunity to perform this dou- 
ble duty. We hope future opinions of this kind will tell us 
more clearly why we should give fresh confidence, and also 
fresh reverence, to the legal system they interpret.

UNDER A BUST OF JOSEPH STORY, A JUSTICE IN JOHN MARSHALL'S COURT, EARL WARREN STUDIES BRIEFS. AT 66, HE HAS BEEN ON THE COURT SINCE 1953 


THE WARREN COURT 


The American Supreme Court, wrote Chief Justice Earl Warren, 
“faces . . . a single continuous problem: how to apply to ever: 
ing conditions the never-changing principles of freedom.” 
The principles of law also are stable but their interpretation varies 
as the personnel changes. This spring, with a series of historic de- 
sions, the court made sharply clear how much it has come to re- 
flect its Chief Justice’s views—so much so, in fact, that it is called 
the Warren court.” Bold and controversial, the decisions have 
raised serious doubts and questions (see Editorial, p. 30). 

The court started to plow new ground in its 1954 decision—writ- 
ten by Warren himself—outlawing segregation in public schools. 
Even lawyers who applauded the decision felt its reasoning was 
based not on law but on sociological considerations. This spring the 
Warren preoccupation with freedom was extended to other areas. 

Setting aside the convietions of 14 California Communists, the 
court held that mere advocacy of forcible overthrow of the govern-

ment as an abstract doctrine did not violate the Smith Act; that 
there must be advocacy of action to overthrow the government. In 
the Watkins case, overruling a conviction for contempt of Con- 
gress, the court read Congress a sharp lecture. Its investigating 
committees could not “expose for the sake of exposure,” said the 
court, and questions to witnesses must be demonstrably relevant 
to the formulation of laws. In the Jencks case the court ruled that 
a defendant accused in secret testimony to the FBI must be allowe 
access to that testimony. 

The distinction between liberal and conser 
hard to define, but the liberal Justice is generally marked by an over- 
ridixz concern for individual freedom and a willingness to ignore 
legal precedents. Earl Warren, coming to the court with no prev 
ous judicial experience, has shown himself to be such a liberal Ju 
tice. On the following pages Lire presents the eight Associate Jus- 
tices who, in concurrence or dissent, comprise the Warren court.

protégés had flocked to serve the New Deal. 
Similarly his appointment delighted liberals 
who recalled, among other things, his role in 
the defense of Sacco and Vanzetti. 

On the court, Frankfurter, to the disappoint- 
ment of many of his admirers, has chosen to 
base most of his decisions on legal points of 
a minutely technical nature, rather than on 
broad constitutional issues or social considera- 
tions. From the bench, seeming every inch the 
querulous professor, he aims a steady and often 
devastating stream of questions at the attor- 
neys. Frequently he answers his own ques- 
tions; invariably he is probing for a legal point 
on which the case may turn. 

Like Harlan and Clark, Frankfurter is a swing 
man, sometimes with the liberals, sometimes 
the conservatives. In the du Pont case (Lu 
June 17) he joined Burton's sharp di 
and may have helped write it. He was with the 
majority in the other cases but on two of them 
wrote separate opinions. 

Chary of broad changes in the law, Frank- 
furter has written that "a merely private jud; 
ment that the time has come for a shift of op 
rding law does not justify such a shift. 
[One] ‘must be duly mind(ul of the necessary 
demands of continuity in a civilized society.’”

But Brennan’s votes were with the liberal majority on the major 
cases. He wrote two of the majority opinions. In the du Pont case 
his decision for the first time invoked the Clayton Antitrust Act 
both against a vertical stock acquisition (in which a company buys 
into a noncompeting firm) and against a stock acquisition made 40 
years before. In the Jencks case he went far beyond what appealing 
lawyers had asked and ruled that an accused must have access 
to secret testimony given against him by government witnesses.

ARCTIC ANIMAL 


Three years ago John Teal, Arctic explorer, 
went up into northern Canada and captured 
three young musk ox calves (Lire, Sept. 21, 
1954). He brought the wild animals back to 
his agricultural research farm at Huntington 
Center, Vt. to find out if they could be success- 
fully domesticated. If so, he thought, it might 
be possible to utilize them in climates which 
are too cold to support ordinary cattle, like 
Alaska or northern Canada. 

Today, after three years, Teal has succeeded 
in taming the shaggy creatures, which have 
thrived in comparatively warm New England 
and have become as playful as big dogs and as 
curious as goats. He has also had their heavy 
wool processed and found that it could be as 
commercially valuable as cashmere. Now, hav- 
ing proved the oxen can be domesticated, he 
hopes to establish an experimental farm with 
his tamed herd in the Arctic where he can prove 
their agricultural yalue to far northern settlers.

DIFFERING VIEWS ON BILLY GRAHAM 


A theologian says evangelist 


is oversimplifying the issues of life 


DR. REINHOLD NIEBUHR 


Vice President, Union Theological Seminary, New York City 


The growing success of the evangelist, Billy Graham, and the crowds he 
draws to Madison Square Garden may be explained in terms of his undoubt- 
ed gifts. This handsome, youthful, modest and obviously sincere evangelist 
is better than any evangelist of his kind in American history. 

But there are Christians who, while respecting Graham’s personal hon- 
esty, have their reservations about mass evangelism. Its success depends 
upon oversimplifying every issue of life. This in turn means appeal to the 
Scripture in terms which negate all the achievements of Christian histori- 
cal scholarship. Graham admits that success eluded him until he could say 
merely, "The Bible says...” Such a formula of salvation must also be 
simple and not include any of life's many ambiguities. 

Thus Graham declares: “Every human problem can be solved and every 
hunger satisfied and every potential can be fulfilled when a man encounters 
Jesus Christ and comes in vital relation to God in him.” 

Perhaps because these solutions are rather too simple in any age, but 
particularly so in a nuclear one with its great moral perplexities, such a 
message is not very convincing to anyone—Christian or not—who is aware 
of the continual possibilities of good and evil in every advance of civiliza- 
tion, every discipline of culture, and every religious convention. Graham 
offers Christian evangelism even less complicated answers than it has ever 
before provided. 

Graham exemplifies a typically frontier American evangelism which has 
long flourished here. It sprang from the Protestant sects which at the time 
of the Reformation insisted that a man's “old self” must be shattered in 
an encounter with Christ as a personal experience. These sects admitted 
to membership only those who had made an explicit “decision for Christ.” 
‘They criticized the liturgy, leadership and theology of more formal church 
bodies, both Protestant and Roman Catholic. Indeed, they criticized all 
cultural disciplines—including theology—which did not make the Gospel 
seem simple, straightforward and almost entirel dent on the indi- 
vidual Christian’s evangelistic zeal. 

In America these sects became the most powerful churches, chiefly by 
conquering the frontier, where their uncomplex message was particular] 
relevant to frontier conditions. Such evangelism, with its continual empha- 
sis on the individual saving his own soul, neg- 
lected to explore the social dimensions of 
the Gospel. Graham typifies the great major- 
ity of American evangelists; though he has 
sound personal views on racial segregation 
and other social issues of our time, he almost 
ignores all of them in his actual preaching. 
Asa result, although Graham claims that his 
present crusade is aimed at New York ( 
relatively few New Yorkers attend the Garden 
meetings. The bulk of his nightly audience 
comes from out of town. 

At the turn of the century, Dwight Moody 
conducted revivals both here and in England 
and proved for the first time that Am 
evangelism could be an export article. 
Moody's time, the chasm between Ch 
pietism and modern scientific culture has greatly widened. A generation 
ago Billy Sunday, the ex-ballplayer, combined an evangelical message with 
fierce opposition to the saloon in a fashion which made the prohibition 
movement appear the chief moral outlet for man’s religious impulse. Com- 
pared to Sunday, Graham’s campaign seems a pure gain, even among those 
who find Graham's approach to life's problems far too simple and narrow. 
To his credit, Graham is also free of every vulgarity and of the commer- 
cialism which marred Sunday's plea for “offerings.” 

Graham is honest and describes the signers of his decision cards as 
“inquirers” rather than “converts.” It would be interesting to know how 
many of those attracted by his evangelistic Christianity are attracted by 
the obvious fact that this new evangelism is much blander than the old. 
For it promises a new life, not through painful religious experience but 
merely by signing a decision card. Thus, a miracle of regeneration is prom- 
ised at a painless price by an obviously sincere evangelist.

is helping New York's spiritual life

On the strength of many intimate talks with Billy Graham, I can say that 
ous leaders I have never met a more dedicated and truly hum- 
—and he has succeeded in maintaining this humility despite all 
the publicity and adulation he receives. 

"My unceasing prayer,” he has said to me, “is that God will keep me 
humble. If the day ever comes when I shall be more interested in promot- 
ing Billy Graham than in proclaiming Christ, that day will mark the end of 
any power or effectiveness I possess. God will abandon me, for He has said, 
"My glory will I not give to another.’ 

Two years ago, during his all-Scotland crusade, I asked him, “Billy, when 
will you begin a crusade in New York?” 

He said, “Tam not yet ready for that. I want more time for study and 
prayer before tackling that project.” 

For several weeks now the long-awaited crusade has been under way in 
New York. Judging by the number of “decisions for Christ” recorded up 
to the present we can assume that by the close of the crusade on July 21, 
there will be about 35,000 such decisions. 

How shall we evaluate these developments? What may we expect to 
achieve in New York as a result of this tremendous effort? It is too early 
yet to make a final appraisal of this particular crusade, but certain trends 
are already discernible 

One. The greate 


impact will be felt in the churches of New York. It 
may well be that most of the people going forward will be active members of 

New York churches rather than the unchurched, Now this is not something, 
to be deplored. The spiritual life of many a New York church will be 
strengthened by the presence of these dedicated members. For years to 
come these churches will be vitalized by the influence of the crusade, as 
the churches of Britain for decades felt the impact of the revival they made 
Dwight L. Moody's leadership. 

The most readily discernible contribution is the creation of a spir- 
ion, Several ministers have told 
me that prospective members within their own congregations on whom 
they have spent much time and effort without result came to an immedi- 
ate and affirmative decision after attending one or more of the Graham 
meetings. They are now active church mem- 
bers. Some New Yorkers previously reticent 
on spiritual matters are now freely discuss- 
ing religion. This will simplify the task of the 
large force of lay men and women who will 
participate in a citywide program of visita- 
tion evangelism to be launched in October. 

Three. Many persons who have attended 
the meetings at Madison Square Garden have 
heen deeply impressed and not a few of them 
in their own hearts, rededicated them- 
to Christ without going forward to the 
platform. I have talked with scores of such 
persons whose religious training and outlook 
kept them from this public demonstration of 
their inner resolve. There is good reason to 
believe that for every one who goes to the 
counseling room there are two others in the vast arena who have made a new 
covenant with Christ. If this be true it widens very considerably the area of 
positive results. 

Four. Christian laymen and ministers are concerned that the crusade, 
up to this point, has not reached more of the unchurched. The emphasis 
of Billy and his team has been too uniformly on an individualistic gospel 
with no sufficient recognition of un-Christian social conditions and prac- 
tices in our city and nation. Little public attention has been given to Negro, 
Puerto Rican and other socioreligious challenges which deeply concern so 
many. New Yorkers both within and without the churches are especially 
sensitive to these issues and respond more readily to an inclusive gospel. 

Whatever limitations may be found in the Billy Graham crusade in New 
York are nevertheless far outweighed by the results he has achieved in the 
area. As a pastor for 22 years of a historic church in the center of Man- 
hattan I am profoundly grateful to God for Billy Graham and his crusade.

CHIANG’S ‘POSITIVE POLICY’ 
TO ROLL BACK REDS 


Analyzing his errors, he urges that the democracies back a ‘strategy of detours’ 


by CHIANG KAI-SHEK 


Last week, in a first instalment drawn from his new book, 
Soviet Russia in China, published this week (Farrar, Straus 
and Cudahy), Chiang Kai-shek described his foredoomed 
efforts to “coexist” with the Communists between 1926 and 
the start of the Marshall mission in 1945. In conclusion he 
relates the climactic events surrounding the American gen- 
eral’s ill-fated efforts, reviews the mistakes which led to 
China’s loss and, in a convincing denial of Taipei-Peking 
peace rumors, offers a strategic plan to defeat Communism. 


Marshall, another American general asked me what I thought 
the prospects. | replied, **The key to this question is in the hands 
of Soviet Russia. You will have to get your answer from Moscow. 
Do you think Moscow would agree to let the U.S. succeed in its 
mediation efforts between Kuomintang and the Chinese Commu- 
nist party?” He said, **Why don’t you tell this to General Mar- 
shall?” I said, ‘This is not the time. I'll wait and see.” | was hoping 
then that by virtue of his great prestige, General Marshall might 
succeed in his mission. 

Stalin at this time was urging me to visit him in Moscow or 
somewhere on the Sino-Soviet border, and I consulted General 
Marshall. His reply was: ‘Anything that can help relations between 
China and Russia, | am for it.” But a hidden international current 
was already lashing at Sino-American relations and China was al- 
ready being isolated. It was no longer possible for China and the

United States to work out a joint policy toward Soviet Russia on 
the basis of our common interests. 

General Marshall twice proposed, and | accepted, the declaration 
of cease fires when I knew they must be to the advantage of the 
Communists. The only result of prolonged political negotiations 
was one increase after another in the Chinese Communist demands 
for enlargement of their military forces anda status that would have 
amounted to surrender of China to them, At one point I said to 
General Marshall and General Alvan C. Gillem that the Chinese 
Communists regarded their armed forces as their “revolutionary 
capital’; persuading them to integrate their forces into the national 
army would be as difficult as ‘*to negotiate with a tiger for its skin.” 

Following the issuance of the cease-fire orders and the conclusion 
of agreements in principle on various issues, it was generally thought 
that the people could return to their native places to live and work 
in peace again. General Marshall, too, thought that one phase of 
his mission had come to an end. Soon afterward he returned to the 
United States to report to his government. The Chinese government 
was determined to proceed with faithful implementation of the vari- 
ous agreements. But what about the Chinese Communists? 

After General Marshall had left for the United States they tore 
up the cease-fire agreement by pouring troops into Manchuria, thus 
extending the area of their rebellion. When General Marshall re- 
turned to China I said to him: ‘The United States, in her present 
efforts to assist in the peace talks between Kuomintang and the Chi- 
nese Communists, could succeed only by coordinating her policies 
with China’s policies. Particularly, there should be mutual under- 
standing between the American and Chinese governments so that 
the Communists would have no chance to drive a wedge between 
us.” Throughout this period I exercised the utmost forbearance in 
the face of the Communists’ treachery and their fantastic demands, 
for | was determined to prevent any breach of Sino-American re- 
lations, as this could only help the Communists. 


The Communists stall for time 


ENERAL MARSHALL’s mediation efforts in China should be viewed 

from the standpoints of the U.S. and Russia. The position of 
the U.S. was that of a third party trying to mediate in the interest 
of China’s unity. Naturally, the U.S. was sincere and believed she 
was being perfectly fair. On the other hand, Soviet Russia was 
merely exploiting the American mediation. The Chinese Commu- 
nists required a year or more to replenish their numbers and com- 
plete their training before they would be ready for an all-out 
rebellion. For this reason, Russia sought to take advantage of 
the American mediation to gain time for the Chinese Communists. 
Also, Soviet Russia hoped to bring about a breach between the 
U.S. and China. 

The Chinese Communists and their “‘popular front” organiza- 
tions launched an anti-American campaign which reached fantastic 
heights of violence in 1946 and early 1947. At the same time they 
created incidents, notably an attack by Communists on a U.S. Ma- 
rine convoy during which three American servicemen were killed, 
in order to encourage the withdrawal of American forces from 
China. *‘Anti-violence” and “‘Boycott American Goods” move- 
ments pointed up Communist demands for cessation of American 
aid and “expulsion of American forces.” 

The American government obliged by gradually withdrawing its 
troops from Peiping, Tientsin, Tsingtao, and other places, and by 
discontinuing its military aid to China. The American government 
also stopped its $500 million loan to the Chinese government. It 
took no action whatever against the Chinese Communists despite 
their many violations of the cease-fire agreements instituted by

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General Marshall. Thus a glorious episode of Sino-American 
cooperation in the cause of freedom came to an end. 

In December 1946 the United States announced the end of its 
mediation effort in China. Shortly afterward General Marshall 
went back to America and the Chinese Communists openly 
launched a general rebellion. During the year which followed, 
Soviet Russia, the Chinese Communists and neutralists in the 
country kept on asking for the resumption of peace talks and 
arguing that the conflict could not be stopped except through 
Soviet mediation. Meanwhile the neutralists created a defeatist 
atmosphere by making the general public believe the govern- 
ment’s military campaign could never succeed. If we had ac- 
cepted Soviet Russia’s mediation we would have become a sec- 
ond Poland in 1947. That was why I resolutely rejected the 
Communist feelers. 

Our military situation had rapidly deteriorated as a result of 
the successive cease fires. In 1947 and 1948, government troops 
won a number of individual campaigns, but the country as a 
whole and people in and outside the government fell increasing- 
ly under the spell of Communist success and infiltration. Finally 
the general public became so confused and bewildered that all 
they asked was peace at any cost, however transient it might be. 
The people lost their will to fight Communism. Slogans to the 
effect that ‘Unless President Chiang goes, no American aid will 
be forthcoming,” and “Unless President Chiang goes, there will 
be no peace talks” gained wide circulation, 


Success of a major intrigue 


N these circumstances, I retired from office on Jan, 21, 1949, 

The moment I was gone both the armed forces and civilians 
On the mainland seemed to have lost a symbol of common pur- 
pose. The political situation, social order, and the mind of the 
people all fell under the Communists’ invisible control. Mos- 
cow’s major overseas intrigue, the one against China, was now 
almost a complete success. 

When the tide turned against us and we found ourselves ut- 
terly isolated, we decided to withdraw from the mainland and 
turn the island of Taiwan [Formosa] into a base for national 
recovery. On this bastion of freedom—on this strip of China’s 
own territory—we have sought since 1949 to rally Chinese both 
at home and overseas to continue our struggle not only for na- 
tional recovery but also in the interest of collective security in 
the Pacific. We have already succeeded in upsetting the Russian 
scheme of destroying the Republic of China as a major step to- 
ward the domination of Europe and Asia. Although we have 
suffered heavily we have not lost heart. We have taken a steady

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view that China’s freedom and equality are the vanguard of 
the freedom and equality of all other Asian peoples. In the war 
against the Russian and Chinese Communists, just as in the 
former war of resistance against Japan, we are fighting as much 
for justice and peace in all parts of the world as for China’s own 
freedom and equality. We dare say that the Russian Commu- 
nists’ dream of turning the Chinese mainland into a new colo- 
ny will remain a dream, and will before long be dashed to pieces 
under the counterblow of the people of the Republic of China. 


What caused the tragedy 


PROPOSE now to analyze the defects in our organization 

and technique, as well as mistakes in our policy and strategy, 
that were responsible for China’s tragedy. 

I personally cannot disclaim responsibility for the loss of the 
mainland, Lest I be accused of recriminations, let me say that I 
have never in the forty-odd years of my political life shirked any 
responsibility or blame that is justly mine. During all these years, 
for example, I have never tried to answer the accusations against 
my government, and against me personally, contained in the 
White Paper published by the American government in 1949. 

China was the first victim of Soviet Russia's aggression. At 
first we lacked experience in fighting the Communists and the 
world did not have any precedent to offer us. Every time we 
came into contact or entered into negotiations with Soviet Rus- 
sia or the Chinese Communists, every time we broke with them 
or fought them we had to grope in the dark. Sometimes we fell 
into their traps unsuspectingly; sometimes we did so with our 
eyes open. Sometimes, even if our policy and methods were cor- 
rect, we nevertheless met with reverses for want of our people’s 
support and of international understanding. 

Few had realized that Soviet Russia could harbor so ag- 
gressive an ambition as to dominate the entire world. Still fewer 
had the faintest idea that China’s defeat in her anti-Communist 
struggle could have such serious consequences. Therefore, after 
World War II, although nations with interests in the Pacific area 
were all faced with the threat of Soviet Russia’s aggression and 
hence objectively had interests in common, subjectively they did 
not trust one another enough. They listened to the enemy’s lies. 
They were indifferent to us. As a result, there were conflicts be- 
tween the policies of foreign nations toward China on the one 
hand and China’s anti-Communist policy on the other. If the 
free nations had coordinated their moves at the end of World 
War II, and had reached an understanding concerning Soviet 
Russia, our government would have been able to keep the situa- 
tion at home under control, check Communist expansion and 
safeguard national security. The free world, including ourselves, 
brought on this defeat by meeting Soviet Russia’s intrigues with 
divided views and individual efforts. 

In our dealings with the Chinese Communists, we believed 
that every Chinese cannot help feeling loyal to his own country 
first. What we did not realize was that the Communists are Com- 
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NEGOTIATING WITH RUSSIA, China met Russian delegates in 1929 to 
discuss Soviet control of a Chinese railway. Chiang says opening of diplo- 
matic relations with Soviet Russia at this time was a mistake for China, 
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munists first, last and always. In our war against Communism 
we made the mistake of judging the Communists by the same 
yardstick of national consciousness and ethics that we applied 
to ourselves. For instance, we should have regarded the Commu- 
nist party as an illegal body and isolated it so that it could not 
operate openly. Through the years the government steadily re- 
fused to accord the Communists legal status. However, we made 
the mistake of lifting in part the ban on their freedoms of propa- 
ganda and organization and gave them opportunity for infiltra- 
tion, concealment and expansion. We failed to realize that if 
you do not destroy the Communists, they will destroy you. We 
made the mistake of countering the Communists’ unlimited war 
with limited war and the government was thus predestined to 
failure. We were overconfident. Moreover, we neglected the 
Communists’ front organizations. Although we defeated the 
Communist armed forces repeatedly in the field, and at one time 
annihilated the visible Communist party, we failed to checkmate 
the invisible front. That was why the Communists were able to 
stay alive and come back later. 

We lacked initiative in propaganda and substance in ideology. 
Whenever the Chinese Communists met with reverses, the inter- 
national Commu came to their rescue by spreading propa- 
ganda aimed at confusing the general public as well as people in 
the government. By comparison, our propaganda lacked initia- 
tive and was not militant enough in ideology to counter the 
Communists’ political and psychological offensive, nor was it 
strong enough to arouse indignation at home and a sense of 
righteousness abroad. In consequence, our government was beset 
with difficulties, both internally and internationally. We vacil- 
lated and did not press on all the way through. 

We have noted major defects in organization and technique 
in our war against Communism. Let us now analyze errors in 
over-all policy and strategy. 


A mistaken diplomatic alignment 


HE first mistake was the resumption of diplomatic relations 

with Soviet Russia prior to the Sino-Japanese War. Our years 
of war with Japan showed how deceptive was the view, widely 
held at the time, that China could resist Japan only by aligning 
itself with Soviet Russia. Our government made an error of © 
policy and strategy when it resumed diplomatic relations with 
Soviet Russia. 

In 1934, after the government had launched its decisive mili- 
tary drive against the Chinese Communist armed forces, it pro- 
ceeded to seek a political settlement of the Communist problem. 
After the open war with Japan began in 1937, the government 
took steps to integrate the Communist troops into its armed 
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forces. Our decision to take in the Communist troops and to 
permit the Chinese Communist party to join the national war 
effort on an equal footing with other political parties was an 
error both in policy and in strategy. 

The government also committed a great error in handling the 
Manchurian problem at the end of World War II. Whether or 
not Manchuria fell into the hands of the Russian Communists 
was a matter of international concern. Since China alone could 
not solve the problem and since it could not be solved by ne- 
gotiation with Soviet Russia, we should have called off our 
take-over operations altogether and submitted the Manchurian 
question to the United Nations for a decision. Soviet Russia 
would thus have been held responsible in world opinion for all 
consequences. In this way our government would have had the 
necessary military strength below the Great Wall to put down 
the Communist revolt and control all of North China. Owing to 
domestic and foreign interferences, we failed to adhere to this 
policy. Instead we held direct negotiations with Soviet Russia. 
At the same time we made the mistake of committing the best 
government troops to Manchuria, only to bog down there. 
Finally Manchuria fell and the government had to evacuate 
North China as well. By that time, the entire situation was 
out of control. 


Epttor’s Note: Generalissimo Chiang Kai-shek concludes So- 
viet Russia in China with an analysis of the main elements of 
U.S. and Western policy on Communism today. These ele- 
ments, he argues, are sound in themselves but, when examined 
as a whole, appear more likely to lead to defeat than to victory, 
to World War III rather than to the peace they are intended to 
promote. He concludes, for example, that “‘containment” can- 
not indefinitely contain Communist power, and that primary 
reliance upon nuclear firepower—including the deterrent capac- 
ity of the hydrogen bomb—plays into Moscow's hands by 
“freezing” Western power while leaving the Communists free 
to maneuver and advance politically. In the passages which 
follow, Chiang Kai-shek offers an alternative policy and what 
he calls ‘‘practical measures” to make it work. 


In its struggle against unlimited Communist warfare and ag- 
gression, the democratic bloc at present has set for itself only 
limited objectives and has adopted only limited plans. All it asks 
is the maintenance of the status quo and the preservation of 
peace. Because of this policy, the democratic bloc continually 
finds itself in a passive position. Sometimes it can wrest the local 
initiative and at times it may succeed in checkmating the Com- 
munist bloc’s military advances in certain areas. But, with this 
policy, the democratic bloc cannot prevent or effectively counter 
the Communist bloc’s total aggression. 

In view of the dire consequences of defeat, how can we arise 
to meet the challenge with a new resolve? 

I maintain that the only way before the free world is to adopt 
a positive policy. I strongly feel that the only effective strategy 
against the Russian Communists’ unlimited and protracted war- 
fare is one of total war.* 

It is not my intention to suggest “preventive war.” I wish to 
say that it has never been the Republic of China’s wish that our 
Western allies should adopt such a policy and start a preventive 
war against Soviet territory. I feel that the ‘‘preventive war” 
policy is not only contrary to the historical traditions of the 
democratic nations but, so far as the free world’s struggle against 
Communism is concerned, is not necessary. From my 30 years of 
experience in fighting Communism, I am convinced that the 
policy here advocated for the anti-aggression bloc will not pro- 
voke an all-out war. 

A positive strategy of total warfare should be based on these 
principles: 
> First, the worldwide anti-Communist struggle should set as 
its over-all objective the safeguarding of human freedom, the 
liberation of the oppressed nations and peoples and the re- 
establishment of world peace and security. 

» Second, enlightened capitalism of the democratic countries, 
the independence movements of the Eastern peoples and the anti- 
Communist revolutionary movements behind~the Iron Curtain 
should be coordinated. The combined strength of these three 
forces not only can stop Soviet Russia’s long-term, unlimited

aggression against the free world but can also compel Soviet 
Russia to loosen its grip on the satellites and, at the same time, 
encourage the Russian people to rid themselves of the Soviet 
totalitarian regime. 

»Third, the free world should employ both military and polit- 
ical tactics, adopt multiple forms of struggle, and free itself from 
such strategic concepts as would place exclusive emphasis on 
military combat or weapons. In fact, before any armed struggle 
takes place, the anti-Communist world should prepare to win 
ascendancy in the political, social and psychological fields. There 
is a possibility that Russia may be thus forced to abandon her at- 
tempt at armed aggression and her scheme of World Revolution. 
»Fourth, efforts should be made to maintain and strengthen 
the military power of all anti-Communist nations because, im- 
portant as it is, political and psychological warfare cannot be 
a substitute for military action. The armed strength of anti- 
Communist peoples on the periphery of the Iron Curtain should 
be built up so that they too will be ready to accept the Commu- 
nist challenge or, if necessary, to engage in a decisive war on 
the side of the democracies. 

It is my opinion that the U.S. should avoid any direct involve- 
ment in war. It should not allow itself to be forced into a posi- 
tion where it has to use its homeland as a major battlefield. For 
the sake of the worldwide struggle against Communism as a 
whole, the U.S. should adopt a strategy of indirect warfare in 
cooperation with the anti-Communist peoples of Asia. Only 
thus can it control the anti-Communist war instead of being 
controlled by it. And only thus can the main base for global 
warfare against Communism be secure. 


The role of the U.S. 


'HE United States is the leader of the free world’s struggle 

against Communism and aggression, and therefore has the 
responsibility that goes with her position. Yet this does not nec- 
essarily mean that she needs to be involved directly in war. I feel 
that the United States should of her own accord build herself 
up as the free world’s arsenal against Communism instead of 
becoming a principal battlefield. This is not to say, however, 
that the United States should merely play the part of the manu- 
facturer of arms and the provider of material aid. The United 
States should also assume active leadership of the common 
struggle against Communism and take positive steps to support 
anti-Communist countries both in Europe and in Asia. In Asia 
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particularly, the United States should take into consideration 
the Russian Communists’ careful preparation of their strategic 
heartland in Siberia and China, coordinate the various Eastern 
peoples’ plans for wars against the Communists, and assume 
full leadership in the implementation of these plans. The high- 
est guiding principles should be to bring about favorable stra- 
tegic changes in the world and to checkmate Soviet aggression 
without plunging the world into a holocaust: 

Let us now consider the policy of liberation. Anti-Communist 
nations in the East think that this is the logical policy for the 
free world to take vis-a-vis Communism. It is our considered 
view that this policy should comprise an over-all strategy and 
a coordinated operational plan. If the democratic bloc should 
fail to make liberation its basic policy against Communism and 
Communist aggression, then all discussions about strategy and 
tactics are plainly futile. 

This policy implies the support by the Western nations of 
Asian countries that have been forcibly divided by Soviet Rus- 
sia’s Communist aggression so that the forces of national revo- 
lution outside the Iron Curtain and of anti-Communist revolu- 
tion inside the Iron Curtain will merge into one for the purpose 
of national reunification. It is our belief that without German 
unification there can be no European peace and security. As a 
corollary, it is also our belief that if China, Korea and Vietnam 
should remain part slave and part free there can be no peace 
and security in Asia. 

The greatest threat posed by international Communism lies 
in Asia, and this threat stems mainly from the Chinese Com- 
munists. Had my government remained on the Asian mainland, 
there would never have been such calamities as the Korean war 
and the subsequent Communist occupation of northern Indo- 
china. The place to begin combating Communism in Asia, there- 
fore, is mainland Chin 

But how should a positive policy be implemented? Admittedly 
there are certain misgivings abroad. Nevertheless, | would like 
to suggest some practical measures. First is the strategy of de- 
tours and second is indirect warfare. 

In their conquest of the Eurasian continent the Russian Com- 
munists used the strategy of detours from the China mainland 
toward South Asia and the Middle East, and also from the 
Middle East toward Western Europe and Africa. Today the 
China mainland has already become their rear. In these cir- 
cumstances, in order to save the Middle East and to remove 
the threat to Western Europe, the soundest strategy for the West 
will be to attack the aggressor’s rear. 


A war of national revolution 


F the Western nations need to pick a battlefield, it should 
be neither in Europe nor in the Middle East, where they will 
necessarily have to engage Soviet Russia directly in hostilities, 
The best battlefield is in the Far East, where the war will be 
fought as a war of national revolution by the Eastern peoples 
against the new colonialism to gain independence and freedom 
for their countries. Such a war will win the sympathy and sup- 
port of all Eastern nations. Above all, it will restore to the 
Western nations the prestige they have lost during the past 
decade. If this war of national revolution by the Eastern peoples 
could be positively prosecuted before Soviet Russia completes 
her preparations for a major war, it will be an indirect blow to 
her and will have the desired effect of removing the latent danger 
of a world war. Strategically it will be far better, both in nature 
and in effect, than waiting for the Russian Communists to strike 
the first blow of a world war. 

Today the Russian Communists and the Chinese Communists 
are moving into South Asia and the Middle East. While making 
war preparations and keeping up the threat of war, they again 
resort to “‘peaceful coexistence” as a political tactic. Khrushchev 
thinks the time has finally arrived for him to give finishing 
touches to his ‘‘peaceful coexistence” strategy in preparation for 
Soviet Russia’s ultimate showdown with the free world. 

However, I am convinced that by now the world has acquired 
enough experience and learned enough lessons from combating 
Communism to defeat Moscow’s purpose. Even if the Russian 
Communists get away with their “peaceful coexistence” and 
neutralism strategy temporarily, the free world, including the 
freedom-loving countries in Asia, will eventually work together 
to smash such international intrigues and treacherous political 
tactics, once they understand China’s bitter experience in at- 
tempting three times to ‘‘coexist” with Communism and Soviet 
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Russia. This could mark the beginning of the end for Soviet 
expansion and aggression. 

The democratic bloc now has the opportunity to take advan- 
tage of several serious weaknesses in the Russian Communists’ 
situation, both internal and external. It is evident from the 
nature and present stage of their current Five Year Plan of indus- 
trialization that the Russians are now incapable of fighting a 
world war. The Russian people’s hatred of Soviet tyranny has 
never abated and it presents the Soviet government with a seri- 
ous threat of internal revolt and complete collapse in the event 
of a war. And Soviet Russia must expect more revolts in her 
satellites against Communist repression and tyranny. One may 
conclude from these factors that the Russian Communists not 
only are in no position to start a world war; they are not pres- 
ently in a position to take part in any localized external wat 
that may lead to a world war. 

On the other hand, analysis of the present Five Year plans of 
Soviet Russia and the Chinese Communists indicates that Mos- 
cow hopes to complete the establishment of its economic base 
for war in the Asian heartland of China and Siberia before 1960. 
After that Soviet Russia need not fear atomic attacks in a pro- 
longed war against the democracies. 

The free world should never re/y upon the internal weak- 
nesses of the Soviet bloc. But it should resolutely take advantage 
of them. If the free world fails to take timely advantage of the 
Communists’ internal strife, fails to help anti-Communist peo- 
ple behind the Iron Curtain in their revolution against the Com- 
munist regime, and merely waits for the Communist regimes to 
collapse by themselves, it will be like climbing a tree to fish in its 
foliage. In the end the result will surely be a split of the demo- 
cratic bloc, rather than a division within the Communist bloc, as 
so many in the free world fondly hope. 

The desire to live in peace is universal. The potential destruc- 
tiveness of thermonuclear weapons being what it is, no sensible 
statesman of any democratic nation can possibly want to lead 
his people to war again. Nevertheless, there is no denying the 
fact that since Soviet Russia and the Chinese Communists occu- 
pied the Chinese mainland, the area of freedom in the world has 
been further reduced. If the Communist bloc should continue 
its aggression and if the free world should keep on retreating, in 
the meantime hoping to avoid a world war without making any 
plans to fight one if necessary, or to prevent one from breaking 
out, we are driven to ask: are we, by avoiding such a war, to 
surrender our freedom to Communism? 

I believe that the policy set forth here will enable anti- 
Communist peoples on both sides of the Iron Curtain to merge 
into a single power to hasten the outbreak of anti-Communist 
revolution inside Soviet Russia, and to help her people achieve 
real liberation. This will not only deter Soviet Russia’s challenge 
to the free world but will also accelerate the collapse of the Com- 
munist bloc, in both Europe and Asia, from within. Only then 
can the free world be assured of the end of Soviet Russia’s 
scheme of world conquest, the elimination of the danger of an- 
other world war and the establishment of a lasting peace.
